The chief of Police stated that the 
saloon at No. 44 Alameda street was a dis- 
reputable place, and that there had been 
numerous complaints about- the place, and, 
on motion of the Chief, the license of the 
saloon was revoked. ; 

The matter again came 
up, and the additional petitions for the sa- 
loon were read. Considerable debate en- 

sued, after which it was agreed that as soon 
as the necessary number of property-holders 
consented to it, he should have his license. 

Jacobs, a colored Democratic politician, 
appeared before the board in the interest of 
the saloon at 59 Los Angeles street, the li- 
ecense for which had been revoked, and 
asked that a little leniency be extended him, 
und that he be given another chance. An- 
other party also appeared, and asked that 
the place be given ashow.

Charges were preferred against Officer 
Bosqui by two Alameda-street prostitutes, 
named Aggie Lee and Maggie Johnston, 
saying thatthe officer had taken improper 
liberties with them. In the first case, the 
woman Aggie Lee stated that at the time 
the offense was committed she was the wife 
of Billie Abbott, and that Bosqui had tried 
to induce her to leave her husband. The 
second case, thatof Maggie Johnston, was 
to the eftect that Bosqui had arrested her 


—and- had her locked up, and that-he had got-. 
‘ ten her out of trouble for a nominal fine of 


$10 on condition that she would live with 
him. The alleged offenses were committed 
over a year ago. ‘lhe charges are made 
under oath, sworn to before a notary. 

Both of the women were on hand at the 
Mayor’s office, and they were called on for 
their statements. The first woman, Aggie 
Lee, made her statement, which differed 
materially from her sworn statement, and 
when cross questioned by Officer Bosqui 
the woman broke down completely and ad- 
mitted that she had sent for Bosqui to pro- 
tect her, and the only “improper” liberties 
ever attempted, if amy ever were, were on the 
street. Maggie Johnston also made a state- 
ment, in which she stated that Bosqui had 
tried to get her to reform and had spoken 
to Mr. Watson about her, and ,had- got her 

* bail reduced on condition that she return 
to her parents, who live in this city. The 
case resulted in a complete vindication for 
the officer, as by the women’s own state- 
ments he had done nothing out of the way. 
in this connection ittight be stated that 
Abbott has frequently threatened to get

In order that there might- 
‘ne question as to the machine coming 
‘upto the requirements, two lines of hose 
were attached, and in five minutes and 
seven seconds a good stream was issuing 
from each nozzle. 

The No. 6engine was next’ tested, with 
equally satisfactory results, five minutes 
and twenty seconds being requited to get 
up sufficient steam to throw two streams 
through 100 feet of hose. The slight differ- 
ence in time was because of the larger size 
of the latter machine, — 

With these two engines in service, the 
city will have seven first-class engines, four 
of*which are of the Ahrens manufacture, 
and the department will be as strong as 
that of any city of its size in the Union. 
There is but one thing thatis now needed, 
and that is a first-class chemical engine, for 
use in small fires among merchandise, when 
a heavy streamfrom an engine would do 
more damage than the flames.

BULHM-FRANKE. 


A Case of Platonic Affection in the 
urts 

The adultery case of Meda Franke and 
Bartolomeo Boehm was tried before Jus- 
tice King yesterday. Judge Harrison pros- 
ecuted and R. J.. Stevens and C., C, Ste- 
phens defended. 

The gist of the story astold in court 
seems to be that Mrs. Franke lived with ber 
husband, A. Franke, in Pasadena. He was 
a shoemaker and a drunkard, . nd she kept 
boarders and did work and kept the two of 
them. He beat and abused-her and pulled 
her hair out so that she had to have it cut 
off. He also kicked her in the side and in- 
ficted injuries from which she is still suffer- 
ing. At last, when threatened with a pis- 
tol, she paeked up and cleared out, and ua-- 
less Lavater was a crank, she did wisely,for 
amore forbidding physiognomy than her 
husband’s is seldom seen, as he st in 
court winking and shaking his head at her 
evidence. She is afraid of him yet. 

Mrs. Franke went to San Francisco in 
company with a friend of her husband’s 
named G. Barinsky, who paid her fare. 
Barinsky appeared in court as a witness for 
the prosecution, put he and Mrs. Franke 
‘both agreed in the statement that nothing 
improper took place in San Francisco. She 
says that he made advances which she re- 
pelied, and tpat she then offered to retund 
to him her fare, but this he denies. 

Ste then returned to Los Angeles, where 
she and the co-defendant, Boehm, took sep- 
arate rooms at Mrs. Westernhagen’s lodg- 
ing-house, corner of Fifth and Regent 
streets. Meanwhile divorce proceedings 
had been commenced between her and her 
husband, and Boehm, who was an old 
friend, declared his intention of marrying 
her as seon as a divorce was had. 

As that happy consummation was not yet 
reached, Boehm, who is a butcher on Main 
street, contented himself with passing his 
evenings in her room, remaining till 2 or 3 
o’clock in the morning. ‘The defendants 
claim that he merely acted as a friend to 
Mrs. Franke, who was sick from the effects 
of her husband’s. ill treatment—that their 
affection was purely Platonic, their talk on 
the tariff, and that nothing improper took 
place. Just here is the point on wi. ch 
Judge King focussed his legal mind, and on 
which the case hinges. ' 

G. Barinsky swore that Mrs. Franke ad- 
mitted to him that Boehm had been in her 
‘room till 4a.m., and that he saw the clothes 
and a night shirt of Boehm when he called 
there. Mrs. Franke replies that he was 
drunk when he came there, and lay down 
on her bed with his dirty boots, and that he 
is always drunk. The trousers he saw were 
a pair she was mending for her Platonic 
admirer, and the other garment was her 
own, payers wc adding that Boehm never 
wore a night shirt. This singular remark 
was in turn explained by the fact that she 
looked after his washing. : 

Boehm and Mrs. Franke freely admitted | 
his habitual night visits to her room, but 
stuck steadily to the denial of any overt 
act, though Boehm, who seems to be not 
over bright and understands English im- 
perfectly, made a mess of his crogs-exam- 
ination. They both agreed that whenever 
one lay down to take a nap the other sat in 
the rocking-chair and watched over the 
sleeping partner. ‘ 

Mr. and Mrs. Westenhagen testified that 
the defendants came to their lodging-house 
together and together went away, but they 
knew nothing more, and never interfered 
in the lodgers’ business. The officer who 
went to arrest Mrs. Franke in this case ar- 
rested another lady by mistake, and she 
raised such a row that the landlady had to 
ask the defendants to leave. With this ex- 
ception there was no gossip or scandal in 
the lodging-house. 

Boehm, being unmarried, was discharged, 
on motion of the District Aftorney, and the 
case of Mrs. Franke will be continued to- 
day at 9a.m.

F. A. McNeil has the city contract for the 
disposal of dead horses and those sufféring 
from gianders. Oflate a large number of 
4sorses, probably 100 or more, have fallen 
victim to this disease. As soon as the horse 
inspector pronounces a sick horse affected 
with the glanders, the animal is led out to 
MeNeil’s equine cemetery and. shot. The 
number of horses that are disposed of daily 
is from two to three. Yesterday two dead 
ones, were carted off, and a live one was 
taken to the boneyard to be shot, 
The glanders is not epidemic among Los 
Angeles horses, and it is the opinion of 
some that it is made to answer for quitea 
number of other diseases, or old age, in 
cases where parties desire to get rid of un- 
desirable anima!s. Glanders, like consump- 
tion, is an incurable disease, the victims 
sometimes suffering from it a year or more 
before death occars. The place where Mr. 
McNeil disposes of the extinct equines is 
in a little cafion which runs off easterly 
from the Arroyo Seco among the hiils op- 
posite Sycamore Grove, and is just outside 
the city limits.

A little work 
could cover these carcasses with two or 
three feet of earth, which can be easily 
pitched down on them from the hiliside, 
Such action would highly improve the san- 
itary condition of that neighborhood. 

At the head of the cafion are two steam 
boilers, which Mr. McNeil bas used for 
boiling the bodies, ‘‘trying out the grease,’’ 
the same as is done with hogs. A fair-sized 
ield about ten pounds of grease, 
which Mr. McNeil disposed of to the Neidt 
soap factory. The bones were also turned 
into lime and make good fertilizers. Mr. Mc- 
Neil, however, has not found the supply of 
horses sufficient to keep his boilers going 
all the time, and could not afford to hire a 
man todo the work, which has, therefore, 
been suspended, and the animals are buried. 
Near by the boilers is a hog-pen and slaugh- 
ter house used by some Chinamen to supply 
the Chinatown market. The proximity of 
the pen to McNeil’s boilers has given rise 
te a rumor that the horses were fed to the 
hogs, but an investigation yesterday by a 
TIMEs reporter failed to find any confirma- 
tion of the report.

When 
he gets tired of discussing the matter with 
the .solitary liceman’ who guards the 
hydrant, he drives off, and the pumps com- 
mence to work, only to stop as soon as the 
cart. turns around to approach 
the hydrant. . This battle-door and shuttle- 
cock game is going on night and day. Mis- 
sion road 1s not sprinkled, and the reservoir 
is kept full.

‘ESS, IN LOS ANGELES. | 


Good Grounds for Believing That 
She Ie Negotiating for Quarters 
in Which to Open a Palace of Sin 
in This City. | 


“That isthe woman,” said a well-known 
peace officer toa reporter of THe TIMES 
yesterday, as a richly-dressed lady came 
sailing down Spring street, “Take a zood 
look at her and I’ll tell you something.” 

After the woman had passed beyond ear- 
shot, he ‘¢ontifived. “{’ll take my ‘oath 
that she is Mrs. lda Kellogg, the infamous 

~procuress who has just’ been driven out of 

Sam Francisco. 1 saw: her once up in the 
éity, and if -this 1s not the woman, then I 
have no reeollection for faces.” 

Taking his cue from. this suggestion, the 
reporter’ traced the woman up and found 
that she was stopping at a stylish up-town 
boarding-house,. where she arrived Tuesday, 


and gave her name not as Mrs. Ida Kellogg.) 


by any means. She stated that she had 
been in the book-canvassing business in the 
East, and had been very successful in that: 
calling. She had come to Los Angeles 
thinking that it would be a good piace 
either to engage in that calling or to open & 
fine lodging-house. She obtained from her 
landlady some suggestions as tothe location 
of new blocks 1n desirable quarters of the 
city, and when seen in the street yesterday 
had evidently been out on a house-hunting 
expedition. Certain statements made by 
the woman at her boarding-house failed to 
tally with reasonable hypotheses, and she 
is already regarded with suspicion. 
The san Francisco Chronicle of last Mon- 
_.day contained the following account of the 
disappearance of Mrs. Kellogg from that 


city: 

Phe late residence of Mrs. Ida Kellogg, 
alias Phillips, alias Davis, alias May, of 
608 Jones street, is no longer occupied by 
that notorious woman and her mother, Mrs. 
May. Shortly after the Kellogg woman 
been held in the Police Court 
answer before the Superior Court on the 
charge upon which stre was arrested, of 
harboring girls who were under age in her 
home of prostitution at 608 Jones street, the 
place was closed to all callers, and only 
such as were known to Mrs. May, the 
mother of the procuress, were admitted; to- 
ail others it was reported that the notorious 
Ida had gone to Oakland at one time and 
to Sacramento at anuvther. But such was 
not the fact. At the time Mrs. Kellogg was 

 Jeisurely engaged im packing her trunks 
and getting her effects into such shape as 
to enable her to leave San Francisco. 

Last Tuesday, accordingly, she had her 
_trunks placed on an express wagon and 
taken to the Oakland ferry, where she 
shortly afterward joined them, and bade 
adieu to the city and her $2000 cash bail. 

Two days. after the departure of the 
woman her mother, Mrs. May, called ona 
second-hand furniture dealer, to whom she 
solid all the furniture and furnishings of the 
bagnio. The manto whom the sale was 
made hoasted of the tremendous bargain he 
had obtained. He said that in ail his ex- 

rience in the furniture business he never 

ad seen more elegant furniture than that 
hehad just purchased. On Thursday last 
the house was stripped of everything, and 
the effects taken to an auction-house on 
Market street. 

The news of the flight of the Kellogg wo- 
man and the removal of the furniture was 
reported to the police on Saturd :y, and Of- 
ficers Holbrook and Anthony were at once 
detailed to ascertain the whereabouts of the 
woman. Up to the present time, however, 
the officers have been unable to trace Ida 
any further than the Oakland ferry. ‘ 
“Mrs, had occupied the Jones- 
street house about three years. The men 
patrons of the house had latch-keys, by 
which they were enabled to enter. t the

Germany, France, England, Scotland 
or Wales;~’-But-it 19 the illiteracy ex- 
isting in the Southern States that 
makes the educational record of the 
country so bad. -Southern Democracy 
is no friend of popular education. 
Louisiana, with a population of 649,- 
070, has 318,880. citizens who cannot 
write, while Massachusetts has but 
92,989 out of 1,432,183; Michigan 
has only 47,112 who cannot read, 
out of 1,236,686. South Carolina 
has 369,848 illiterates in a population ot 
only 667,486, while Kansas has only 25,- 
503 ina. population of 704,297. More 
than one-half of the people of Missis- 
sippi cannot write their 1 ames; a third 
of the population of Virginia is equally 
ignorant, and in New Mexico five out 
of every eight are unable to write. 

In Idaho only one person out of every 
twenty-four is unable to read, ard in 
Illinois (according to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean), despite of the great influx of 
foreigners, only one person in every 
twenty-six is unable to read and write. 
These figures are based on estimates 


| of a population exceeding ten years of 


age; it must be borne in mind that 
many who cannot read or write at ten 
may be able to do both well at twenty. 
It is not probable that the percentage 
of adults resident in the porthern tier 
and unable to read and write exceeds 
two per cent. 

It is in this overshadowing ignorance 
that the Democratic party found the 
strength which enabled it to regain its 
supremacy. It is to this ignorance 


-|-that it-still looks for the support which | 


will enable it to again win success. 
The free-trade fallacies which it pro-. 
mulgates it does not fear that this 
southern ignorance will discern,.and it 
is forgetful of the fact that the work-: 
ingmen of the North are thinking men, 
and not the machines which ignorance 
has made of its tocls in the South. 
Educate the masses in the Southern 
States and the Republican party would 
not be without its representatives in 
that section.

Lack of a Quorum Only Prevents the 
Bill’s Passage. 


The House Still Debating the Retal- 
jation Measure.

. WASHINGTON (D. C.), Sept. 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—ln the Sen- 
ate Mr. Stewart offered a resolution for the 
appointment of a select committee to inves- 
tigate various matters connected with the 
execution of the laws’as to public lands and 
timber depredations. 

‘The Committee on Contingent Expenses, 
by Mr. Sherman, offered a_ resolution, 
which was adopted, requesting the Presi- 
dent to inform the Senate whether the re- 
cent treaty with China and amendments 
adopted by the Senate had been ratified by 
the Emperor of China. He added: 

“From statements made in debate yester- 
day and the day before, it is manifestly 
due to the dignity of the Senate and to the 
regular and orderly transaction of public 
affairs, that the Senate should have this in- 
formation from the President before pro- 
ceeding with the Chinese Bill.” He hoped 
the resolution would be transmitted to the 
President without delay.
